"THE CENG" 
English Department's 
Latest Production 

A crime so infamous that it is 
never even mentioned, is tho basis 
of Shelley's The Cenci, which will 
be presented in Moyso Hall on 
Mnrch 10, 11, and 12 by tho De- 
partment of English. Prof. Ste- 
phen Porter will ngnin produce, 
direct, nnd design tho sets for the 
show. 

The piny was considered too 
shocking for the stage, nnd was 
banned by tho Lord Chamberlain's 
office in London. The McGill pro- 
ducers arc the first to present this 
controversial play in Montreal. 

Very briefly the facte on which 
Shelley basas his drama are ns 
folows: A rich Italian nobleman, 
Count Cenci, angered by the de- 
fiance of his daughter Beatrice 
ravished her. So horrified by this 
incestuous assault thnt she could 
not even speak of it, Beatrice re- 
solved to murder him. Together 
with her step-mother and her bro- 
ther she managed to have h i m 
killed. 

The three conspirators were ar- 
rested and tried by the papal court. 
Even under torture Beatrice re- 
fused to admit either the pnrricade, 
or the outrngc which had motivat- 
ed it. In 1599 the family was put 
to death and their vast estates 
were confiscated by the church. 

To Shelley, the death of Hent- 
rice seemed a monstrous injustice, 
so he transformed the story slight- 
ly and made it a heroic struggle 
against tyrnnny. 

Preserving the incrcdnblc vicious- 
ness of Ccnci's household, the dra- 
matist makes Beatrice stand out 
as pure and couregeous in defense 
of her honour. As a matter of fact 
she was not quite ns chaste as 
Shelley thought she was, but his 
idealisation deepens the meaning 
of the play. 

One of the difficulties which hnd 
to bo overcome before this piny 
could be presented in Montreal was 
the anti-Catholic bias. Where this 
bias was too strongly felt the pas- 
sages were cut out. 

The Department of English be- 
lieves that it is now time to rescue 
this masterpiece from the silence 
to which prudery has condemned it.

TVic visit of tho Montreal Mod- 
ern Dance Company to Moyse 
Hall last night marked the cul- 
mination of long years of effort 
by a group of devoted profes- 
sional dancers.

The company's business Man- 
ager, Mr. Langloi8 repeatedly 
emphasized this point and went 
on to say that this was due pri- 
marily to the efforts of the 
Director Miss Yone Kviotys. "It 
is only her ceaseless efforts, 
amounting to as much as twenty 
mours a day, that makes the 
show possible." Mr. Langlois 
also paid tribute to tho rest of 
the cast. "Even though their pay 
is very low, and opportunities 
are many, especially outside of 
Canada, they have chosen the 
difficult road of the pioneer." 
Pioneers 
Asked to elaborate on the pion 
eering aspect of the group, Mr. 
Langlois stated that his was the 
first group in Eastern Canada to 
depart from the traditional bal- 
let style. "I am convinced", he 
said "that a company such as 
our can and will survive on its 
own merits. Publie enthusiasm 
will eventually justify the am- 
bitious plans which all of us 
cherish." 

Financing 
Financially, the pioneering 
road has not been an eusy one. 
Mr. Langlois — i n private life 
the chief of production planning 
in the Engineering Division of 
Canadian Viekcrs — reluctantly 
admitted that it was only through 
his financial support that the 
company had been able to sur- 
vive. Hut the sheer joy which he 
derived from watching the dan- 
cers perform outweighed the 
financial burden which he as- 
sumed. 

"For the entire company this is 
indeed an important night" the 
business Manager concluded be- 
fore last night's performance. 
"Six months of work have gone 
into the preparation of this re- 
cital — and we hope it is the 
beginning of bigger things to 
come."

Bryce Weir, Claude Armand 
Sheppard, and John M. Fraser, in 
order of merit, were selected final- 
ists from among the 13 contestants 
nt tho Papineau Cup Preliminaries, 
yesterdny. 

"Resolved that man was borne 
free and is everywhere in chains" 
was the topic for the contest, which 
provided keen competition for ex- 
perienced orators. 

Bryce Weir 
Bryce Weir upheld the negative 
side of the resolution by trying to 
show that man is not born free 
and thnt he lives in chains. He 
quoted Schiller, who claimed that 
man is in fnct free though born in 
chains. Weir praised the sentiment, 
but denied its validity, clniming 
that the truth lies between the two 
extremities. Going on to examine 
heredity, he proceeded to show 
that physical, and, within limits, 
mental capabilities aro rigidly pre- 
determined, and that man lives in 
tho chains of his environment. In 
his summary, ho pointed out tho 
fact that though our course is plot- 
tod by forces outside our control, 
this docs not mean that wo cannot 
find satisfaction in travelling that 



tho time, place, and circumstances 
of our own birth, John Fraser 
argued, therefore man is not born 
free nnd is in chains everywhere. 

In delivering the verdict, the 
judges, Professors Dudek and 
Stewnrt, and Rev. Knowles noted 
that though the speeches were illu- 
minating, the speakers failed to do- 
fine tho word free in tho resolution. 

Principal James will bo the judge 
at the finals, which will be held 
Thursday at 1 pm, in tho Walter 
M. Stewart Room of the Union. 
The Tnlbot-Papincnu Trophy, em- 
blematic of supremacy in public 
speaking, will be presented to tho 
victor by Jerome Smyth, last year's 
winner.

Claude Armand Sheppard 
In his examination of tho topic, 
Claude Armand Shoppard showed 
that man is not bom free but is 
heir to a three fold heredity, a 
physical one — biological, a mental 
ono — which is the result of things 
such as parental influence, and a 
social one — such includes race 
and colour. He elaborated further 
on this topic, and summed up by 
mentioning that men, such as Ezra 
Pound and Adolf Hitler are indica- 
tion that man is not freo.

Giving a historical analysis of 
the topic, John Frnser emphasized 
that although the resolution may 
very well bl an arresting state- 
ment, if one reads on in the Con- 
tract Sociale, one finds that Rous- 
seau did not believe in the revolu- 
tionary ideas which were fostered 
by the events that followed; he be- 
lieved in a rule of the general will.

Science Fiction seems to bo coming up in the 
world ! 

We base this claim partly on the fact that 
the covers on the better S-F magazines are no 
longer lurid and yet still sell many thousands of 
copies every month, partly on the fact that large 
publishing houses are now willing to put out hard- 
bound editions of this type of material, and 
partly on the fact that we understand that even 
the conservative New York Times has been known 
to give a favorable review to Science Fiction 
novels once in a while. 

Now we are beginning to wonder if some of 
the things we read about are really true after all, 
or if they are going to come about in the near 
future. What would we have thought a few years 
ago of travelling to the moon, or trips to Alpha 
Centourus, or monsters invading the Earth, or 
indeed Earth being overrun by mutations of her 
own Homo Sapiens? Impossible, sve would have 
said. 

But these things do not seem to be so impos- 
sible these days. The use of atomic power brings 
the possibility of mutations much closer to reality. 
Even now scientists are studying the survivors of 



Hiroshima to determine the effects of radiation 
on human genes. 

The possibility of space travel, too, is affected 
by the unleashing of atomic power. We notice 
that a British expert on space travel and former 
chairman of the British Inter-planetary Society 
even predicts, "Our descendants may very well be 
interested in imports from the moon or Mars . . . 
Such an achievement (men landing on the moon) 
is possible and the foundations for its accom- 
plishment are already being laid." 

Even the idea of invasions from the stars does 
not seem so fantastic these days. We have only 
tc consider the Flying Saucer scares to realize 
that people are beginning to understand that 
space flight is more than a dream. 

After reading some of the better Science Fic- 
tion we have discovered that we are beginning 
to have visions of the future. It is not hard to 
picture an Earth blasted and desolate. But we 
much prefer the picture of a world which has 
given up its wars to devote its resources to at- 
taining the universe. 

We too believe it is possible.

Denr Sir: 

I should like to take issue with 
the proposed change in the Consti- 
tution of the Women's Union and 
the reasons for it as set out in 
these columns in letters from Miss 
Barbara Hutchison nnd Miss Paul- 
ine Mowat. 

In the first place, I may say that 
I am in agreement with Miss Hut- 
chison that structural re-organiza- 
tion of the Men's Union and Wo- 
men's Union is long overdue, but 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is certainly not the way to 
go about it. 

An Anachronism 
What is the present situation of 
the McGill Union and why is it an 
anachronism? The McGill Union is 
a building used equally by both 
men and women students, but it is 
administered by a board elected 
only by male students, harking 
back to the early days of this cen- 
tury when women's activities were 
separated from the rest of the 
campus and when the McGill Union 
was a men's club. 

What has happened is that the . 
women have come to use the Union as it should be, because women use 
building as much as the men, and the Union building in the capacity 



Raise Women's Pecs 
Where is the money to come 
from? Both men nnd women pay 
Student Society fees, and is tho 
women's share for the use of the 
Union building to come from these 
fees while the men arc paying an 
additional $3.50? Is it fair that the 
women students should have all the 
facilities that the men pay for 
their own Women's Union nnd 
ut ill pay exactly the same Students* 
Society fees as the men? Of course 
not. To pay the women's share of 
the upkeep of the Union out of Stu- 
dents' Society fees, either certain 
activities will have to be cut, or 
Students' Society fees for women 
will have to be raised.
